There is not much mining iiowa at pre- 
sent on nc'oouut of tha high water. Tlie 
crtok commenced to rise on tha 3d of 
May and attained its highest stage on the 
25tu of May; at present it is going down, 
and hasbeeiv'sihoe the 26th of last mi^nth. 
I think as tho snow has all gone noir that 
we have had tho highest wator. Some 
think not, as tliero may ba Bomo high 
mountains at tho head of the crook; but 
tho Indians say it ia a low couulrj. 

The weather at isrosont ia raw and cold 
with showers of rain, and has been for a 
few wooks. Wo had beaiitiful weather iu 
Ai)ril, sunny days and iiijlit frost at night, 
good weather for working, aud a great 
many took advantaga of it to cut tho ice 
aud i^ut iu wing-dams, and commenced 
sluicing and rocking in tho bod of the 
stream. Tho water being very low they 
had a good ohance to test it, and all soom 
satisfied with the results; The California 
CO,, the Willisoft oo; the MoArthur co; 
tha Stephen co. and tho Dixou co. aro re- 
ported to haTO done well.
